jt may perhaps be faid, ‘That in ma- 
ny places of the Netherlands the people 
are driven to the ule of rain water out 
of mere neceflity, becaufe they have no 
other. This, though true of fome of 
the towns, is Of no weight; becaute if 
the water be found good, it 1s no mat- 
ter from what motive it is uled. But 
in many places where rain-water 1s u- 
fed, etpecially in Zealand, there is 
plenty of {pring-water, in fome of the 
towns, as Well as inthe fields. In ma- 
ny of the houfes of that province, they 
have wells in their cellars for what they 
call their pit-water. But as it is not fo 
foft, nor fo thrifty in cookery or wath- 
ing, they chufe rain water for theie ules, 
aud {pring or pit water where hard water 
auiwers as well. Some nice calculations 
make fixteen ounces cf tea or coffee 
drawn with rain water, of equal fervice 
with eighteen drawn with the other 
Dut be that as it will, it is certain, that 
rain-water is ufed by great numbers of 
people who are no wile fcarce of {pring- 
water. They drink itat meals, ufing it 
asitcomes from the ciftern, or boiled 
and cooled again, or with a toatt in it, 
according to different taftes; and never 
complain of its bein unpalatable, or 
having a bad effeét on their health or 
conftitution. But 1 would not be un- 
ceiftood to give a preference to rain or 
any other water; all I intend is, to flew 
that rain-water is both good and fafe. 
_Itmay perhaps likewife be faid, ‘That 
the roofs of the houtes in Holland and 
Zealand whence the rain is conveyed in- 
to ciflerns, are much cleaner than thofe 
of other countries, where a great deal of 
coal is burnt; and that in the Low 
Countries the cifterns are kept exceeding - 
} Gean, which would be an intolerable 
‘bour in Scotland, where there is fo 
eee imoke and foot. As to the 
act, though thefe people arc yery 
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careful to keep their houfes and ftreets 
clean, they do not cleanfe their water- 
cifterns, nor meddle with them, unlefs 
they need reparation, perhaps for ten 
or twelve years; from an opinion, that 
the mud of the water below, helps to pu- 
rity the falling rain better and fooner 
than if the ciftern was perfec clean, 
As to the roofs ; in towns where the 
houfes are not built fo high nor fo clofe 
as in Edinburgh, they do not, ‘tis true, 
gather fo much imoke or foot upon 
them. But in feveral quarters of Am- 
flerdam, where the ftreets are very nar- 
row, the houfes five or fix ftories high, 
and the inhabitants coniequently very 
much crouded, they are not fenfible of 
any injury done to the rain-water. Nor 
are they fentible that it is affected by 
breweries, dittilleries, or other public 
works, which require much fire; nor 
from the great quantities of Britifh coal 
uied there, the coniumpt of which is 
much increafed fince the beginning of 
this century. Whence it ts evident, 
that the roots in the towns of Holland 
and Zealand may be liable to gather 
more foot than thofe in many places of 
Scotland. Afterall, whether coal-foor 
renders rain-water unwholfome, I know 
not; it may poilibly have a contrary 
effect: but I believe a brifk gale, which 
is not uncommon in either Holland o: 
Scotland, {weeps the roofs fo clean, 
that there remains very little foot or 
duit behind, to do either good or harm 
to the rain-water falling upon them. 

2. alledged, all the sain 
that could be thus colleéted, would not, 
in ordinary feafons, be fuflicient for the 
ufes of a family, unlefs the roofs of our 
houfes were much larger than they u 
{ually are. 

Anfacer. 'The only way of being 
tistied of this is, to calculate, by the re- 
gitters publithed, how much rain ina; 
be expected to fall, in ordinary feafons, 
upon the roof of a houfe in a year.—— 
‘Taking a medium from the years 1772, 
1733, and 1734, according to th 


ne reve 
fter in the Medical Effays, there tails 
at Edinburgh, yearly, 29.861 inches, 
or 2.485416, Ge, feet, ze, near two feet 
and a half, perpendicular height. The 
curious 
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carious may confult likewife the PAilo/. 
Tranf. N° 297. 309. & 377. and other 
public regitters kept of the rain in mary 
places of Europe. 1 fhall however fup- 
pole, that there falls only two feet per- 
pendicular height of rain yearly, which 
muft be allowed to be a low computa- 
tion. Suppofe then a houfe to be 50 
feet long and 30 broad, there will fall 
upon the roof in a year 3000 cubical 
feet of rain, or 5,184,000 cubical in- 
ches; ¢. taking 103.4 cubical inches 
for a Scots pint [xvi. 234.], and 20 
pints or 2068 cubical inches for an an- 
ker, 2506 ankers in a year, little lefs 
than 49 ankers a-week, or near 7 an- 
kers or 240 pints a-day, being 14 hogf- 
head for daily ufe; which | am con- 
ident, taking one day with another, 
when lefs or more water is to be uied, 
would ferve a prett: large family, for 
cookery, wathing, and brewing, and 
{pare fome for the cattle, when water 
might be fcarce in the fields. 

If it be alledged, that the dimenfions 
here fuppofed are too large; let it be 
confidered, that many farmers houfes 
have as much area, if we include the 
out-houles, which are generally conti- 
guous to the dwelling-houfe, or at leaft 
io near, that the rain from them may 
be ealily collected into one ciftern. A 
dwelling-houfe and a barn of 75 feet 
long and zo broad gives the fame fu- 
perhcies asa houfe of 50 feet by 30. 
But a gentleman who has a houie 75 
feet long and 409 broad, or of as much 
area, will, according to the above cal- 
culation, have near 14 ankers or 2! 
hogfheads of water for his family-ufe a- 
day. 

Poffibly it may be alledged, That our 
thatch-roofs would abiorb a great deal 
of the falling rain; efpecially as they 
are flatter than the roofs of gentlemens 
houfes. And indeed it muft be admit- 
ted, that thatch-roofs will not throw off 
fo much rain as tile or flate roofs. But 
the difference will not be very great, as 
a quarter of an hovr’s hearty rain will 
make any roof wet enough to throw off 
all that falls after. Many farmers in 
the Low Countries gather the rain from 
thaich-roofs, as their barns are gene- 
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rally built of wood, and covered wish 
ftraw. Their dwelling-houfes indeed 
are moftly built of bricks, and covered 
with tiles. And it were to be withed 
that our country farmers in the k 
or where free ftone is at fome dif 
would be induced to build thei: 
in the fame way; fince we have plenty 
of the materials at aneafy charge S. 
houfis are much cleaner than thots 
built of mud, laft much longer, and (cl. 
dom need reparations. The walls mirht 
be covered with fruit-trees, which would 
be both pleafant and ufeful. 

3. Itis alledged, That the expence 
of the cifterns would be very creat, as 
the materials for building them mui! be 
imported from a foreign country. 

Anfwer. Ail the people in the Low 
Countries who ufe rain-water, are rot 
at the expence of building cifterns under 
ground with brick and tarrafs. Many, 
efpecially in the country, content them- 
{elves with cafks, either placed a.ove, 
or funk into the ground, when unwilling 
to be at the charge of better ciflerns, 
or when they have plenty of pit-water 
at hand. Indeed they generally dig 
pits, within, or hard by their houies. 
Thefe are built ap with bricks, and 
plaiftered within with what is called tar- 
rafs. A great deal of this tarrafs 1s 
brought from Germany, and prepared 
at Dort in Holland, whence it 1s {ent to 
different parts of Europe; and is ufed 
chiefly for water-cifterns. It has no- 
thing in it of the quality of fand; the 
leaft particle of which would make the 
plaifter run, as they call it, and rencer 
the ciftern ufelefs ; and is therefore care- 
fully avoided. I am not enough ac- 
quainted with the prices of the materials 
and the wages of workmen, to deter- 
mine exactly the charge of cifterns. In 
Holland undertakers build them at 10 
much the hogfhead. If the ground docs 
not need to be driven full of pales or 
ftakes, and to have logs of wood laid 
acrofs, to fupport the ciftern, and keep 
the ground firm, they build cifterns of 
the beft bricks, at ros. or 10s. 6d. or of 
what they call the {mall bricks, at 9°- 
the hogfhead; fo that a ciftern of 10 
tus er 40 hogfheads will coit 20 or 2! 
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of the bef, and 181. if of the {mall 
bricks. This is the ordinary price in 
Holland ; and though it may be different 
-,iane places, the odds, I believe, is 
-contiderable. 1 have not reckoned 
the gutters Or pipes for conveying the 
water, Thefe may be made of either 
iad or wood, If the latter, which will 
j,: a long time, the expence cannot be 
great. According to the above compu- 
“von, there would be collected in a 
veat, from a roof of 50 feet by 30, a- 
bout 1og tuns, and for this a ciftern of 
eoht, or at moit ten tuns, would be 
jumicient, and be very feldom full_—— 
Asin scotland, the materials and work- 
manthip are much cheaper than in Hol- 
land, the cilterns behoved to be fo too. 
In Holland, bricks coft about 15s. the 
thoufand, fand 2s. 6d. the horte-load, 
and lime 2s. the boll; whereas in ma- 
ny places of Scotland we have ftone for 
the digging, fand for the carriage, and 
lime tor litle more than a third of what 
it cots in Holland. The tarrafs in- 
cced, of which the plaifler is made, 
and which of all the materials is the 
moftchargeable, muft be imported. Itis 
fold in Holland for 5.s. or 5 s. 6d. their 
tun or barrel, which may amount to a- 
bout 10s. the hogfhead. I have heard 
tiat coal-cinders, well calcined, or beat 
to a imall powder, and mixed with 
lime, will make a good plaifter for wa- 
ter cilerns. I mention this.in hopes 
that fome one may be induced to make 
énexperimentofit. If coal cinders could 
be madeto fupply the place of tarrafs, it 
would be a confiderable faving in the 
moking of cifterns. The plaiftering on 
‘he inide mutt be done by a good work- 
man, and with great care. Where 
‘WO Or three houfes are contiguous, a 
“Kern might be built by feveral neigh- 

ur jointly, which would make the ex- 
Fsice but imall to them fingly. 

The cifterns fhould be built as much 
“et of the {un as poflible. If the ground 
Permit, they fhould be funk; and if the 
eUnd is near the fea, and waterifh, or

ices rourd. If the ground cannot 
the north fide of the houfe is 
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ould be a little concave, and 


undoubtedly the beft fituation. ‘The ci- 
ftern fhould be well arched above, that 
earth may be thrown upon it, which 
will keep the water abundantly cool. 

What has been {aid will, | hope, en- 
courage thofe who {fuffer by a fcarcity of 
water, to collect and ule the rain, as is 
done in the Low Countries. ‘There 
they are abundantly fupplied, except in 
a very extraordinary drought. In that 
cafe, indeed, the poor people in towns, 
who live in {mall houfes, or feveral fa- 
milies in different {tories under one roof, 
feel fome fearcity. But fuch accidents 
are pretty well provided for, by the pu- 
blic cifterns at churches, town-houfes, 
and other public buildings, whence a 
fupply may be had ata very {mall ex- 
pence. But thofe who have large hou- 
fes are very feldom in any ftrait. 

And befides furnifhing plenty of wa- 
ter, this method provides it at hand; a 
conveniency by which much time and 
labour may be faved. It may be car- 
ried to the kitchen, the brewhoule, or 
any other part of the houfe, by pumps, 
at a very {mall expence.

The laft month ended cool, though 
moitly clear aod fair, the wind being 
northerly. It thifted to the eait the be 
ginning of this, and continued to blow 
from the eatterly points part of the 
month, with now and then a few days 
interruption. The weather was in ge- 
neral fair, clear, and very warm; and 
about the middle of the month, fome 
days were exceilively hot for this coun- 
try, the thermo neter in the fhade for 
the moit part keeping about 75, or up- 
wards. On the 14th, in the evening, 
we had fome thunder, which was ac- 
companied with larger gleams of light- 
ning than co: nmonly are obferved, the 
whole horizon appearing illuminated, 
during fome teconds, inflead of the {ud- 
den, tranfient fathes that more generally 
appear. Some fceafonable fhowers have 
greatly cooled the air, and refrefhed the 
earth, towards the end of the month, 
and reftored a more pleafing afpect to 
vegetable nature than we have had for 
many wecks. 

This month may in — be faid 
to have been healthy, compared with 
fome of the preceding, cmethie anding 
what has been thrown out in the daily 
for, though {ome pains have 

en taken in the inquiry, it does not 
appear, that either in the hofpitals, or 
any part of the city, a difeafe has broke 
out of fo dangerous anature as has been 
reported. Ihe tame kind of fever that 
has long continued in this city, with 
fome {mall variation in its ty pe, ftill re- 
mains; but itis by no means more fre. 
quent than it has been in the preceding 
months, nor is it attended with more 
unfavourable fymptoms.—— The meafles 
are dull frequent, but in general favour.

A remarkable account of the cure of an by. 
drophobia, tranfmitted to the ro\ai aca 
demy of ferences at Paris, ty Dr Le Comte, 
phyfictan at Rethel. 


N the roth of January 1749, tht 
Chevalier de ***, Brigacecr of 
the French army, as he was retur ning 
from hunting, was fuddenly at tacked 
by a large houfe-dog, which feized him 
by the left arm, and seoeel } it with his 
flaver and foam. ‘There was no wounc; 
nor any pain beyond what might be to. 
lerably endured ; and this latted till «| 
evening of the next day. The anal 
mar, 
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June 1755. 
man, who took the dog to be mad, by 
bis foaming, {hot him dead. 

Toe Chevalier, who had in a man- 
ner forgotten the accident, happening 
to hum three Weeks afterwards, was ta- 
jen eatremely ill, and fainted. His 
jervants told him, that during his fit his 
counenance was terribly dishgured. 
This cwcumftance gave him tome iu- 
{p.c.on. However, he tupped that night 
goad, and did not return home 
pear o.e in the morning; and then he 
wentummediately to bed, and fell afleep. 
jwo hours afterwards, he alarmed the 
woule howe withterribleoutcries. Vhote 
whopritentered his chamber, found him 
jn a fit, extended on the floor. Such 
too plainly indicated the na- 
ture of his Gilorder; and he himfelf de- 
fed chat they would fecure him: a ne- 
precauion ; for in Jefs than three 
hours he had a fecond fit, more violent 
tau the former; and he was juit got 
out of a fourth when Dr Le Comte ar- 
nved. The patient gave him an ac- 
count of what had pailed, and conclu- 
ced with ordering him to prepare him 
a mecicine, with which he had cured 
not only dogs bitten by mad ones, but 
lixewie feveral perfons ; among the reit 
a gulfeventeen years old bit by a mad 
Ox, atter fhe had had two fits. ‘The 
Doctor fearing that the Chevalier would 
cahauit his {pirits by too much talking, 
interiupted him, by afking him if he had 
taken any liquor to recruit him after his 
faugue. At the bare mention of liquor 
‘ie Chevalier turned pale, and his face 
was COnvulied ; but this lafied not above 
aminute. The Do¢tor, however, was 
now tully fatistied of the nature of the 
Chevalier’s diforder, and his deplorable 
“cuction: and though he had no great 
pinion of the virtue of the medicine he 
Propoied, yet being at a lofs to fubftitute 
@ Setter in its ftead, he confented that 
the brigadeer fhould take it. This 
temedy, if the patient has not had a fit, 
in fous crams of calcined powder 
oy fer » in about a gill of 
it after twenty- 
if the patient has had a ht, 

be taken three times, at twelve 
in the fame dofe, but in 
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a different vehicle; inftead of wine, it 
inult be mixed in three new-laid eggs, 
and the patient muil not drink when he 
eats it, nor all the while the medicine is 
operaung. The Chevaher took it, 
though with much difliculey ; bat this 
did not prevent a fitth fit, which was 
fuccecded by more in the {pace of 
fixtecn hours. Dr Le Comte, who 
was all the while piefent, fays, that the 
patient was fenfible of the approach of 
each fit, and would fay, m a kind of 
a fuffocated tone, Pray retire; pieient- 
ly his eyes Were turned upwards, and 
became inflamed; his face and whole 
body terribly convulied; he itrove to 
bite every thing near him, and barked 
hike a dog, with his mouth tull of foain, 
his voice hoarie and almoft {pent. ‘Thete 
fits ended in a great laflitude, in which 
the patient feemed as a dead man, and 
he came to himicit with fad inquie- 
tudes, fearing he might have bitten fome 
body in his ft.—— Ihere is the utmof 
reafon to think that the medicine had 
its effeét. But, after all, the waters of 
Plombiers quite reflored him to his for- 
mer health.

It has been publifhed in the news. pa- 
pers, thatthe Duke of Deux Tonts, 
Count Palatine of the Khine, lately 
wrote a letter to the Pope, acquainung 
him, that he has embraced the Roman 
Catholic religion, and that he nace his 
abjuration and his protefiion of faith 
before the Cardinal de soubile, Bithep 
of Strafburg.

Our accounts from Spain continue te 
be in fome refpedts quite oppofite to one 
another. Some that no pre- 
parations are making for an extraordt- 
nary armament in any of the ports of 
the kingdom. Others acknowledge both 
naval and military preparations, but fay 
they are actually intended againtt the 
piratical Rates of barbary, the court 
being at preient determined not to in- 
termeddle in the difputes between the 
crowns of G. Entain and France. Some 
co further, and condefcend upon the 
number of men of war ready to put 
to fea, making them amount to fixteen 
of the Jine at Ferrol, and twelve at the 
Groyne, befides frigates; but reprefent 
it as Coubtful whether they will join the 

Prench fleet, or block up the port of 
Algiers. Others vet infinuate the for- 
mer of theie detiinations to be the more 
probable, by informing us, that expref- 
fes are continually arriving from Ver- 
failles, whofe difpatches give ful] em- 
ployment to the minniry, but are not 
made public. ‘Jhey who fend thefe 
laft advices obferve, that their arma- 
ments by fea and Jand are forwarded 2s 
much es potlble, and that the land- 
forces have received orders to hold them- 
iclve 
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felves in readinefs for marching on the 
firit notice. The penfion which the 
Infant Don Lewis has at length obtained 
leave from the Pope to referve out of 
the archbifhopricks of Toledo and Se- 
ville, amounts to §9,570 crowns. 

On the 26th of May, the general af- 
fembly of the clergy of France was 
opened at Paris with the ufual iolemni- 
ties, and the Cardinal de Rochefau- 
cault was cholen Prefident. As initruc- 
tions had been given to the repreienta- 
tives of fevcral diocefes, to {upport the 
chorch againit the fecular tribunals, to 
confirm the jubmiflion to the bull Uni- 
genius asa law of the church, to op- 
pole itrenuoufly the opinions of Jantie- 
nius, baius, Quefnel, to demand 
feveral arrets of the parliaments to be 
anoulled, and to infiit that parliaments 
fhould be confined to the cognilance of 
temporal affairs alone; his Mof Chri- 
flian Majeity found it neceffary to fig- 
nify to their Prefident, thatif after the 
free gift were granted, any thing fhould 
be introduced contrary to the tenor of 
his declaration of the 2d of September 
Jatt, he would immediately diffolve the 
aflembly ; and that if they fhould pre- 
vioufly attempt any thing of that kind, 
he would not only diflolve them imme- 
diately, but would take proper meafures 
to oblige every ecclefiaftic to pay fuch a 
fum as he fhould demand, in proportion 
to his revenue, of which he already had 
an exactaccount. Notwithttanding this, 
fome of the prelates moved for bringing 
the prefent religious difputes on the ta- 
pis; but the majority were wife enough 
to reject the motion; fo that nothing of 
an extraordinary nature came under their 
confideration. On the 6th of June, his 
Majefty’s commiflaries repaired to the 
aflembly, when M. Feydeau de Brou 
made to them the following remarkable 
fpeech. 

Centlemen, 

y OU have given the King fo many 
proofs of your fentiments, that he 
meed only hint to you the neceffities of 
the flate; and your zeal will inttantly 
amake you grant him the centider- 
able aids; but his paternal poodne(s 
xtends fo far, as to impart to you his

You are no ftrangers, Gentlemen, tg 
the immenfe debts the King was objj. 
ged to contract in the laitwar. The 
rapidity of his conquefts, the glory he 
perionally acquired, the glory ot the 
whole nation, the peace which his Ma..

which will be admired by pofterity, im. 
py engagements which the King was 
ound in juttice to fulfil as foon as tran.

you have feen that his Majetty did make 
this his chief occupation, by eftablifhing 
a finking fund, folely applied to the 
payment of the debts of the itate. 

A progrefs is daily made in this great 
work , but the completion of it, {o ar. 
dently defired, is yet remote. A wile 
adminiftration, fteady in its principles, 
fkilful in fnding ways and means; ia- 
vings in domeitic expences ; moderation 
even in favours and gratification, the 
only odjeét in which his Majeity does 
not like to be moderate; every thing, 
in fhort, concurs with the King’s detire 
to eale his people. But the evils retul 
ing from a juft and indiipenfable war, 
do not ftop at leaving debts to diicharge 
in time of peace; they alfo force the 
moit vigilant adminiftration to be leis 
intent upon fome objecis, though 
portant, from a neceflity of turning all 
the expences into another channel. 

The marine, that fo ufeful and pre- 
cious part of our forces, that bulwark 
of our commerce, which is alfo our ic- 
curity, could not during the war receive 
fuch an increafe as the intereft of the 
ftate required. The King turned his 
thoughts that way as foon as peace was 
concluded; and bis Majefly hoped, that 
a few years would carry the marine to 
fuch a pitch as is requifite for the wel- 
fare and glory of the nation, when un- 
forefeen circumftances determined him 
to accelerate a work whofe end is to 
ftrengthen and fecure our pofiedions. 
What the King, through a judicious &- 
conomy, intended to do only gradually, 
he has done in fix months; and the 1m- 
menie fums applied thereto, together 
with the wifdom and alacrity with 
which the meafures have been executed, 
have raifed the marine to a condition 
capable 
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J able of ny foreigners, and dif- 
e fears of natives, 

care beftowed on the forti 
feations and magazines of a great num- 
ber of frontier-towns, of importance to 
the fafety of the ftate, has of late called 
for larger fams than thofe which were 
givally applied thereto, 

Thele different circumftances have 
obliged the King to order us to demand 
of you a free gift of fixteen millions. 

Think not, Gentlemen, that the 
King, fatisied with your zeal and loy- 
aky, minds at prefent only the intereft 
of his finances. Being informed, that 
fome diocefes are more burthened than 
ohers, which can be attributed to no 
other caufe but a defect in the ancient 
departments, his Majefty withes, as 
much as you can do, to fee equality and 
proportion re-eftablifhed between dio- 
celes by a new repartition. He could 
have wifhed it had been poffible for him 
to fee this work completed before he de- 
manded any fupplies from you, which 
would then be lefs burthenfome to you 
by the exa€&t proportion that would be 
found in your refpeétive quota’s. He 
defires you would forthwith take the 
moft effelual meafures for attaining this 
end as foon as poffible. 

The term of the town houfe annui- 
ties affigned on the clergy, is ready to 
expire. It is fufficient, Gentlemen, to 
put you in mind of the great number of 
families interefted in its renewal, to 
make you refolve upon it. The King 
has ordered it to be demanded of you. » 

The demand of fixteen millions as a 
free gift was unanimoufly granted ; and 
there feems little reafon to doubt of a 
term of the town-houfe annuities con- 
figned upon the clergy having been re- 
newed, though we have not particularly 
heard further of that affair.

have not heard of any profecutions on 


account of the difputes which have made 
fo much noife. 

The taking and execution of the fa- 
mous Mandrin, are related in our ac- 
count of new books [319 ].——Accor 
ding to feveral letters from Dauphiny, a 
new gang of fmugglers has appeared 
there, compofed of near 200 refolute 
men, headed by one yet more intrepid 
than Mandrin. Nay, it is faid, that 
thefe, in conjunétion with 2 or 300 
peafants of Savoy, have carried off fevee 
ral officers of the farmed revenues. 

The nine French men of war which 
returned to Breft, having taken in the 
provifions they wanted, put to fea again 
on the 4th of June. It is faid they are 
to cruife about the Streights. 

A letter from Paris, dated June z. 
bears, that a woman who had been de- 
prived of the ufe of her limbs for about 
nine years paft, fo that fhe could not 
ftir out of her room, having great faith 
in a miracle of the like nature, faid te 
have happened fome years ago, was 
conveyed to a place where a procefiion 
was to pafs laft Corpus Chrifi day, and 
fo fituated that the hoft was carried o- 
ver her; immediately after which fhe re- 
covered the ufe of her limbs, and get- 
ting up, followed the proceffion. "Tis 
added, that the truth of this was atteft- 
ed by feveral perfons of both fexes; and 
that the magiftrates had taken a very 
particular account of the circumftances 
of the woman, both before and after her 
recovery. The Paris 4-/a-main of 
June 6. informs us, that the affair of thie 

miracle was then before the parliament; 
that it was proved the woman was not 
perfectly cured ; and that as fhe was not 
attended during her illnefs by a phyfi- 
cian, who might atteft her condition 
previous to the miracle, fhe was fuppe~ 
fed to be an impoftor. 

Great difputes at prefent agitate the 
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aflembly of the States-General of the 
Unitrepv Provinces. The province 
of Friefland having, as ufual, with mach 
reluctance fubmitted to pay their quota 
to the expence of fitting out the naval 
armament againit the Algerines; fome 
reproaches cait on it On that account, 
have drawn from its deputies fuch a 
fpirited reply as was little expected. 
They repretented, That it was true the 
ftates ot Friefland always parted with 
their money with much reluctance, fee- 
ing no. public end was anfwered by it: 
That this had alfo long been the cafe ; 
and fo long as the national parpoles 
were neglecled, fo long thould they re- 
gret paying money towards fruitleis 
preparations, which could aniwer no 
end either of honour or profit. As to 
the armament in gueftion, they repre- 
fented it as a ridiculous and childith 
force. ‘They faid, That, on fuch an oc- 
calion, a fleet of thirty thips of the line 
ought to have been jent out, and nota 
few frigates, which were more likely to 
be made prizes of than to annoy or de- 
ter the enemy: A method of proceed- 
ing which could but increafe the con- 
tempt in which thofe pirates held the 
power and reientment of the republic, 
and on which account they proieiiedly 
broke the peace ; a contempt not pecu- 
liar to thofe barbarians, but entertain- 
ed in the fame degree by all the powers 
of Europe, to whom the thameful in- 
fufficiency of the force of the republic 
was become notorious. At iucha time, 
and on fuch an occafion, it was repre- 
fented, ‘That if every idea of patriot 
honour were not banithed the afiembly, 
at could not but be thought abiolutely 
neceflary, at a crilis fo important as 
the preient, to ft out fuch a force as 
might retrieve the neglected honour of 
the republic, and convince the world 
they had too fondly tormed their opi- 
mion On appearances. To thefe warm 
expoltulations they added, That to con- 
vince their fellow. {tates how ready they 
fhould be to act in concurrence with 
them, on any occation, to promote the 
honour and intere({t of the republic, they 
propofed that twelve ships of the line 
fhould be immediately put into com- 
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mifiion, and that they would depoiit 
their quota towards the expences {0 
as the refolution fhould be taken in ene 
affembly. They propoted further, thas 
thirty new fhips be built with all expe. 
dition, and to this expence allo thei 
quota fhould be in the tame manner de. 
pofited. Somme advices bear, that the 
States-General have taken a fudden re. 
folution to put thirty new thips of war 
upon the ftocks. 

According to a letter from the Hague, 
dated May 26. the deputies of the 
towns of Holland who compote the af. 
fembly of the ttates, were then gone to 
afk inftructions of their refpective con. 
ftituents, concerning a memorial which 
had been prefented to the republic by 
the Margnis de Bonac, ambatiador of 
France, relating to the diiferences be- 
tween that crown and G. Britain. The 
memorial turns upon the propotals made 
to the court of Verfailles by that of Lon- 
don for terminating thole differences, 
which are divided into eight articles, 
‘To this memorial is annexed a declara- 
tion, importing, that the Mott Chr- 
tian King promifes himfelf, from the 
friendtlip of the States-General, that, in 
cafe of a rupture, they will obferve an 
exact neutrality ; and that if, contrary 
to expectation, through the obitinacy of 
the Britifh, his Mott Chriftian Majeuty 
fhould find himfelf obliged to carry the 
war into the continent of Europe, their 
High Mightineffes will confine them- 
felves within the juft bounds of treaties, 
and ftriétly adhere to their tenor. his 
affair will be difcuffed in a future allem 
bly of the ftates of Holland; and it's 
infinuated by fome, that the iflue of their 
deliberations will probably be contoim- 
able to the views of the French court, 
Time will give more light in the caic 
than conje‘iures can. 

As to PLanTaTion affairs, we are 
informed by late advices from dmerict, 
that the Britith were making great and 
vigorous preparations there for defend- 
ing their limits; and that a good cor- 
reipondence and agreement prevailed 
throughout all their provinces. Accord-

tain; the greateft part of whom were ad- 
vancing towards the French.

The guns at 
Port bridge were fired as he pafled 

through that fort; as were thofe all 

round the garrifon. From the [.and- 

port to the Governor’s houfe the ftreets 

were lined by marines, who made a 
handfome appearance; the bells rang, 
the colours were difpiayed on the tower, 
and every thing pofiible was done to de 

monftrate the joy of the inhabitants. 
Next morning, the mayor, aldermen, 
and burgeffes, in their formalities, 
waited on his Royal Highnefs, were 
gracioufly received, and had the honour 
tokits his hand. Then his Royal High- 
nefs went to view the fleet. ‘The com- 
pany proceeded to Spithead in their bar- 
ges in the following order. 1. The 
Captain. 2. Rear-Adm. Wett, 
with his flag Aying. 3. Vice-Adm. Sir 
Fdward Hawke, with his flag. 4. 
Adm. Lord Anfon, with his flag. s. 
The Duke, with his ftandard. 6 The 
Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, 
with the flag of their office. 7. All the 
Captains, according to feniority. Af- 
‘er having gone round the whole feet, 
beginning at the weft end, and receiving 
te compliment of three cheers from 
tech fhip as he paffed it, his Royal 
righnefs went on board the Prince, 
Anfon, The inflant he fet his 
coton board, the blue flag was ftrack, 
fandardof Great Britain hoifted 
place: upon which every fhip in 
the fleet faluted his Royal Highnef: vith 
‘wenty-one guns; which were returned 
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by the like number from the Prince- 
His Royal Highnefs dined on board the 
Prince, came away about ‘even o’clock, 
the boats returning in the fame order in 
which they went, was again faluted by the 
whole fleet, and landed at the fally- 
port. On the sth his Royal Highnets, 
attended by the principal engincer and 
the general officers, viewed the fortifica- 
tions, he likewile reviewed the ma- 
rines, and vifited the dock and the royal 
academy, examining minutely every 
thingfhewnhim Ihe Governor, the Ad- 
mirals, Sea Captains, General officers, 
&c._ were entertained at dinner that day 
by hi, Royal Highnefs; the mayor and 
corporation affernbled at the town hall 
to drink his health ; and there were bon- 
fires, illuminations, &c. The popu- 
lace always expreffled their fatisfaction 
in feeing his Royal Highnels by loud 
acclamations. Between feven and eight 
in the morning of the 7th, his Royal 
Highnefs fet out on his return, and was 
faluted with twenty-one guns from the 
baftions neareft the Land-port, through 
which he paffed. The fame day 
Lord Anion gave a grand dinner to Sir 
Edward Hawke, Adm, Welt, and all 
the Captains in the fleet, on board the 
Prince, at Spithead, and in the evening 
fet out for London. This fleet con- 
fitted of one fhip of 100 guns, three of 
go, three of 74, eight of 70, fix of 
feven of so, one of 40, one of 36, two 
of 20, and three floops of 12; in all 
35 thips, 2014 guns, and 14,430 mien.

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We now proceed to the trial ——T he 
fubftance of the libel has been inferted 
already [208.]. The counfel were, 
Sir David Dalrymple, Advocate-de- 
pute; and for the pannel, Meff. Robert 
Campbell and John Dairymple. 

As the pannel was charged on both 
alternatives of the ftatute 1661, the de- 
fences.for him refolved into two heads. 
With refpe& to the fiit alterna- 
tive, wiz. his celebrating marriages with- 
out being authorifed by the kink, or by 
any lawful authority, it was pleaded, 
That this branch of the ftatute is refcind- 
ed by two aéts, the acts 5. and 27. 
1690.——For, 1. Thatitis plain, from 
the general refciflory, namely, the 


act ts. 1661, as well as from Bp Bur- 
net's hiftory of that act, that Epiicopacy 
was the religion eltablifhed in Scotland 


at the time the act againit clandeitine 
Marriages was made: What the act 1. 
1662, reftoring the bifhops to their pof- 
ieflions from the year 1661 incluiive ; the 
act g. 1672, annulling all inorderly or- 
dinations fince the 1061; and the a& 
1690, which goes upon a recital, that 
the Prefbyterian minifters had been turn- 
ed out of their churches in 1661, all 
concur.in proving the fame thing; and 
that the act 27. 1690 pofitively avers, 
that from the year 1661 inclulive the 
government of the ch had been e- 
ftablifhed under archbithops and bifhops: 
That therefore it is evident the penalues 
of this branch of the penal flatute 1661, 
being direéted againft thofe not authori- 
fed by the Epifcapal eftablifhment, muf 
fall by the firft of the two atts above 
mentioned, the att 5. 1690, which abo- 
lifhed that eftablithment itfelf, unlefs it 
can be fhewn that they were revived, 
and added to the new one which came 
in its place. And, 2. lhat this 
branch of the ftatute is refcinded by the 
aét 27. 16g0, .which re{cinds all the laws 
againit nonconformifls; as appears by @ 
view of three ftatutes. 1/7, act g. 
1672 ratifies this act 1661, and the act 

27. 16go refcinds that aét 1672; and 

therefore muft refcind the aét 1061: for 

it is impoffible to conceive, thet the lee 

giflature would allow the fame regulatium 

to fubfift in the one act, which they 
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were taking fo much pains to deftroy in 
the other. 2dly, The att27. 1690, re- 
{fcinding all the adts from the 1661 in- 
clufive againtt nonconformifts, refcinded 
the a& in queftion, which was itielf a- 
gainit nonconformifts. 3d/y, The act 
12. 1695 goes upon the fame fuppofi- 
tion; forif the act 1661 had been in vi- 
gour, the perfons punifhed by the act 
1695 might have been punifhed upon it: 
burt the legiflacure, fentidle it was no 
longer in ufe, were forced to invent a 
new ftatute againft thofe who would o- 
therwife have fallen under its fanction. 
—— That the truth of thefe two propo- 
fitions is confirmed by the univerfal con- 
fent of the nation ever fince; in which, 
though thoufands of marriages have been 
public'y performed among fectaries, no 
rofecution ever followed upon this 
eee of the ttatute alone.’ A contrary 
conitruétion of the aforementioned fta- 
tutes, would fubjeét to the penalties of 
the act 1661, not only the Epifcopal 
clergy, but alio all other diffenters from 
the eftablifhed church; the Seceding 
clergy, the Independents, the Anabap- 
tifts, 
And as to the fecond alternative, the 
annel’s having celebrated marriages 
yn a clandeftine and inorderly way, it 
was pleaded, 1. That the parifh into 
which he came, and the one next to it, 
were vacant, by which means the near- 
eft church was at twenty miles diftance ; 
mor were thefe two parifhes fupplied 
once in three months by the prefbytery. 
2. That he did not perform any of the 
marriages libelled, without firft adhibit- 
ing the only proclamation of banns 
which the Prefbyterian minifters in that 
country curing a vacancy adhibited, to 
wit, the proclamation by the beadle at 
the church-door, before witneffes. 3. 
‘That the pannel always adhibited the 
confent of the nearett friends both on the 
and woman's fide, and performed 
the marriages in public.——The que- 
Stion here is, What is properly a clan- 
deftine marriage? And this depends on 
the manner in which the marriage is ce- 
Jebrated. If privately, and without the 
confent of parents, or neareft friends, it is 


¢landefiine ; if openly, and with the con.

fent of ail parties concerned, it is unex. 
ceptionable. Proclamation of banns js 
a good defence, whether the friends con. 
curornot So either of the two is (uf. 
cient; either the confent of the neared 
friends, or the proclamation of banns, 
which fuppotes their confent. Thus Sy 
George Mackenzie, in his Obfervations 
on the act 1661, fays, “ The want of 
the parents confent, or of the confent of 
thoie having intereft, feems by the nar. 
rative of the aét to inter the clance‘tine. 
nefsofthe marriage.” And the i&1 95. 
cap. 12. {peaking of irregular marriages, 
defcribes them thus: feveral ini- 
nifters, &c. prefumed to folemnize mar. 
riage, without proclamation of banns, 
or confent of parents ;” plainly intima- 
ting, that either of thele requifites is 
fuficient. Indeed, were it otherwile, 
the confequences would be terrible to all 
minilters, whether of the eftablithed 
church orany other. Though they had 
married the parties in prefence of all their 
friends, yet they mutt be liable to be ba. 
nifhed tor life, if they could not prove 
that the banns had been regularly pro- 
claimed ; which rarely can be done af- 
ter any diftance of time And in fat, 
when marriages are carried on openly, 


with the confent of friends, minitters do 


not inquire very {crupuloufly concerning 

the proclamations ; which are often neg- 

leGted, or at leaft executed fo fuperh- 

cially as to be no effectual publication of 

the marriage. Nor can an inftance be 

given of a profecution on this act, where 

parties were married with the confent of 

friends. And though there is an immo- 

rality in celebrating a marriage without 

fuch confent; yet, where that 1s adhibitt- 

ed, the omiflion of proclamation 1: 4 

mere point of form: and if the pendl 

laws were to be applied in all cafes where 
that could not be proved, the beft men 
might be liable to fevere punifhments 

when they had been guilty of no offence. 
To thefe defences it was aniwered, 

That the aét 1641 has no relation to F- 
pilcopacy or Prefbytery, but regards the

Next the proof was taken. Eight 
witnefles were examined on the part of 
the profecutor, and four on the part of 
the pannel, all wiva voce, without re- 
ducing their depofitions into writing. 
The proof was fummed up, firtt by the 
Advocate-depute, then by Mr Dalrym- 
ple for the pannel, and laitly by one of 
the judges, Lord Drummore, in terms 
of the highland treafon act, 21° Geo, II. 
(x. 261.]. After which the jury were 
ordained to inclofe, and to return their 
verdiét next morning at nine o'clock 5 
and the pannel was ordered to prifon tlk 
that time.

Maadrin was the fon of a peafant in Dauphiny, 
who deat incattle. His firft employment was 
buying and fell ng horfes, by which he 
ed feveral years; but having, on fome occation, 
committed a murder, he was obliged to fly from 
jutice, and in his abfence was condemned by the 
jiament of Grenolle to be broken on the 
wh cl. being now a fugitive, and deftirute of 
employment, he learned to counterfeit money, 
and by this fraud made confiterable gain; «il, 
being dicovered, the officers of the mint at Lyons 
lad a warrant for apprehending im, and he 
was again obliged to quit the country. hile 
be was wandering about from place to place, 
and bding himfl. in caves and woods, he be- 
cane acquainted with a gang of {mugglers, and 
ailociatng with them, was, after tme, 
made thew captain, As this gang was very nu- 
merous. he was lefS cautious of being and 
ha ng at length loit his fenfe of tear by habitual 
daizer, he trequently entered towns and Cities, 
rated contrbutions on the King’s cfhicers by 
force, and fpread the fame terror among others 
tht others had brought upon him : but in pro- 
portion as he became more formidable, he wae in 
tact lely fecure ; for the government found it 
cellary to detach after him ‘uch a force as he 
could not refill, and the farmers-general « flied 
48,000 livres reward for taking him After ma- 
hy tmes attacking his party in a running tight, in 
which feveral were cut off, Mandrin, with eight 
of his men, took fhelter in a caftle on the fron- 
tiers of Savoy. They were clofcly puriued by 
Kveral detachments, under the command of Col. 
de Molre; who entered the King of Sard:nia’s 
territory after him, without having firft obtained 
leave. Molicre was immediately oppofed by a 
great number of peafants Whether they were in- 
Htigated by Mandrin, or whether they were jealous 
of their privilege, is not known. But all his ex- 
Poltulations being fruitlefs, and being determined 
hot to relinguifh his prey, for whom he hoped to 
Teceive fo confiderable a reward, he forced his 
‘ay againft them, killing 12, and wounding ma- 
ny others. Mandrin waited the iffue of this con- 
tcit a his caftle; where he was foon befieged by 
159 men, who attacked the place with great Vi- 
four. Mandrin and his partifans defended them- 
feives like men who had nothing to fear in a bat- 
“ equal to being taken alive ; and after feveral of 
ey were killed, and the caftle-gates burft open, 
“ty fetreated, fighting from chamber to cham- 
and trom flory to flory, till reaching the 
toe, and being able to proceed no farther, 
“¥ were at laft overpowered by numbers, ha- 


Mi killed 20 of their adverfaries, and fpent all 
ammunition, 


Mandrin, with thofe chat fur- 
Wed of bis little party, were carried prifousrs to 
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Valence in Dauphiny. And che governor of Sa- - 
voy fent a courier to Turn, to acquaint his Sar- 
diman Majefty with all the circumilances of this 
invalion and capture; and at the fame cme icnt 
a fenator of Chamberry, and a heutenant of 
horfe, to demand the prifoners. With this de- 
mand, however, the French officer would noe 
comply ; and Mandrin was examined every day 
from the 13th of May tothe 25th, in order te 
difcover his accomplices. In the mean ume {e- 
veral of his aflociates were put to the torture to 
difeover whet they knew of him, and were after- 
wards broken alive on the wheel, that death 
micht give a fanction totheirtefimony Mandrim 
replied to all the quettions that were put vo hina 
with a kind of chearful confidence, thay in a bet- 
ter cauie would have dene bim honour. He 
was contronted with one Bertie, hs dervant, whe 
had accuted han on the rack, and who, imme- 
diately alter this imterview, was broken on the 
wheel. One Lapicre, who was alto his fervant, 
was brought belore him juft ciore he was to fut- 
fer death, and be contimed his accusation, v hick 
had been fo full, that the torture wes net iniL€- 
ed. ‘Io the eviderme of thefe people 
only objcted, that the teflin ony of a tervant a- 
gaidt mofter ought not to be scparded, as it 
was an act of treachery that might well render 
them of talichc od ; and if ough levcial 
others that wore taken prooners wih tum were 
brought to him as they were cars ed to cxccution, 
he could not be prevailed upon to confitn, OF e- 
veo admit the wath of whac they cepoted, ant 
furtha than at relacd to hmicit. And as of 
his own cétions he made a tui: confeflien, he in- 
fitted, that it would be mjurwus to put him te 
the torture, mcrely to compel him in bis egong 
to betray bis con pumons; whom, he faid, he 
deemed hin telf bound in honour to cenccal, 
The torture, however, was inti¢ted; but Man- 
drin ditcovercd nothing. He behaved with the 
mott uniform cepliancy, and fhewed no fipne 
enher of refentment or terror, though he feeme 
to have believed his death to be inevitable froma 
the fit. It is faid, indeed, that he fluttered 
hin felf wit! bemg reclaimed by the court of Tu- 
rin; but if he did, his hepes were loon given up 
after the arrival of {me couricrs ticm ertailies 
anc as he was one morning going to the court- 
room, he complained of the hafly curiolity of the 
people that crouded about him, saying, they would 
foon fee him with lefs trouble, when be came te 
mount the icafiold at the plece of execviion Af- 
ter his condemnation, the bp of Valence fene 
Father Gafperini, a Jefuit, to affilt him n his pre- 
paration for death. ‘The pret found him pers 
tedtly compoted, but not very scady to begin 
contefion : however, having complimented baw 
in the name of a gentkman of ‘loulon, whole 
life he re{cued when fome of the {mugylers were 
going to killhim, and who, after his confinement, 
had fent him wine ana provifions, he fell intenfii ly 
into difcourfe on his predent condition; anc ha- 
ving thus found the way to conciliate his goede 


will, and awaken his touubility to things, 
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Mandrin declared he would confefs to him with- 
referve. ‘The centinel was immediatcly fent 
away, and they continued in private a full hour. 
On the morning of the day of execution, the of- 
ficer read his fentence to him in the prifon ; which 
he heard without the leaft emotion, and only de- 
fired, that Father Gafperini might be permitted 
to make him another vilit. This was granted; 
and Galperin: having ftaid with him from eight 
till ten o'clock, gave him abfolution, and then 
lefi him; but at eleven he came again, and ftaid 
till one, when the officer demanded the prifoner 
to condudt him to the {eaffold. Mandrin then re- 

ucited the father to accompany him, and fcc him 
dic. but he declined it; becaufe. he faid, if the 
torture thould extort tears from him, he thould 
mot himielf be able to refrain. Mandrin aflored 
him, that this fhould not happen; and the Jeduir, 
with much reluctance, confented to be prefent at 
death 

Before he was led out of the prifon, his thoes 
and ttockings were taken trom him ; but though 
barefooted, he walked along with great firmnefs 
and a good grace. When he came to the cathe- 
dral to pertoim the amende honorable, he alked 
forgivenels of the monks and prieits for his want 
ef refpeét to their order, and was then condnéted 
to the feaffold. He mounted with great compo- 
fure, and addrefled himielt in a fhort and pathe- 
tic cahortation to the {peétators, efpecially the 
young perfons of both fexes. He then fat down 
on the nave of the whecl, and loofened the but- 
wns of his thirt fleeves himfelf Then he in- 
treated pardon of the cuftomhoule officers, whom 
ne had fooften and fo grofily injured; and turn- 
ing to the pemitents who furrounded the {caffold, 
with bis conteflor, and two other emincnt perfons 
of his order, he earneftly recommended milf 
as the object of their prayers, and mmediat<ly.de- 
livered himfeit up to the executioner. He recei- 
ved eight blows on his arms and legs, and one on 
his belly ; and was intended to have been left to 
expire of the wounds; but as the executioner was 
going down from the fcaffold, an order came to 
ttrangle him; the Bithop and all the confiderable 
perfons at Valence having interceded for this miti- 
£3tion of his pundhment. 

Mandrin was 29 years of age, about five feet 
five inches high, well made, had a long vifage, 
blue eyes, and fandy cheinut hair; he had fame- 
thing rough in his countenance, and a (trong robuft 
port, he was eee {moking tobacco, with 
which he drink plentifully of any liquor that was 
at hand, and cat till the latt with agood appetite. 

When he was brought to execution, he had 
m> move than fix livres in his pocket, which he 
geve to bis contetlor from the (taffold ; with whom 
he Kept his promife of fhedding no tears; and the 
notes which he had tn Savoy, he dilpoted of in 
favour of his filter.

he did, which was, to make a double 
return upon the poll? Could the houfe 
in this cafe proceed to hear the merits 
of the return before hearing the merits 
of the election? 

Several other forts of cafes might be 
Rated, Sir, wherein it would be 1mpot- 
fible forthe theriff to avoid making a 
double return, or for this houfe to pio-

of no confequence. Perhaps it might 
have been more formal to have made it 
by two feparate indentures, and in each 
indenture to have expreffed the reafon 
for returning the two knights therein na- 
med; butas neither law nor cultom has 
eflablifted any particular form for ma- 
king double returns, the fheriff cannot, 
onthis account, be accufed of any neg- 
lect or mifbehaviour in his office ; and 
confequently we Cannot, on this account, 
have a juttinable reafon for putting him 
to the trouble and expence of attending 
this houfe. And as to his having acled 
in a partial manner at the election, or 
during the poll, we cannot fo much as 
pretend to judge of it, until we enter 
into the hearing of the merits of the e- 
lection. If any {uch partial behaviour 
fiould then come out in proof, it will 
be time enough then to order him to 
attend to juftity himfelf; for it is, I 
think, an eftablifhed rule in the laws of 
this country, and ought to be in the 
laws of every country, that no perion is 
to be put upon his juftification unul 
there be an aceufation againtt him upon 
Oath. 

Therefore, Sir, with regard to the 
behaviour of the fheriff at the election, 
or during the poll, we can as yet have 
no seaion for ordering him to attend. 
For as to his admitting thofe who call 
themfelves free copyholders, he had no 
authority for refufing to adminiller to 
them the oath appointed to be taken by 
fecholders; and if they took that oath 
inthe terms preferibed by act of parlia- 
ment, whatever mental refervations or 
interpretations they might have, he could 
hot refule to admit them upon the poll. 
Nay, if ] am rightly informed, it is the 
Practice in fome counties in England, 
(0 admit copyholders by inheritance, as 
they are called, to vote at eleétions ; and 
further, that fome fuch copyholders 

ave Upon former occafions been admit- 
ted to vote at elections for Oxfordthire : 
fo that the theriff’s allowing, or giving 
orders to allow fuch copyholders to take 
the cath appointed by law, was fo far 
tom being any thing likg fubornation 
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of perjury, that it was what he was by 
his office obliged to do, and what they 
would have had juft reafon to complain 
of, had he refuted to do. 

Then, Sir, with regard to his putting 
off the icrutiny for fo many days after 
the poll was ended ; this is, fo far as I 
have heard, the firft time it was ever 
complained of, or objeéted to. As the 
poll had continued for fix or feven days 
from morning till night, it is highly 
probable that the candidates, and their 
infpectors on both fides, as well as the 
fheriff and his clerks, were heartily fa- 
tigued with fo long and fo clofe an at- 
tendance ; and that therefore all parties 
defired a pretty long refpite. Betides, 
itis to be fuppofed, that both fides de- 
fired to have fuflicient time to inquire 
into the circumftances of the numerous 
voters whole votes had been queried up- 
on the poll, and to find out the proper 
witnefles for proving the objections they 
re{pectively intended to make; and a 
fortnight was, in my opinion, the fhort- 
eft time that could be thought of for fuch 
a purpofe. And as to the method of 
carrying on the {crutiny, if we can judge 
by the practice of this houfe, that whicla 
the fheriff chofe was the mott expedi- 
tious and the molt convenient for all 
parties ; for itis the methodin which this 
houfe has always proceeded to inqnire 
into the merits of any election, where 
the queftion was, which fide had the 
majority of legal votes? But fuppote 
that a better method might have been 
cholen, an error in judgment can never 
be imputed to the fheriff as a mifde- 
ineanor; efpecially as he had the con- 
{tant practice of this houfe by way of 
precedent for jultifying his method of 
proceeding. 

There 1s therefore nothing as yet ap- 
pears, Sir, that can furnifh any tole- 
rable reafon for our ordering the fheriff 
to attend. Nor can fuch an order be 
founded upon any one of the precedents 
that have been mentioned. In the cafe 
of Northampton, in the year 1678, the 
mifbehaviour of the fheriti evidently ap- 
peared upon the face of the return; in 
that of Norfolk, in the beginning of the 
next year, the illegal practices of the 
under. 
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under-fheriff were not only complained 

but notorioully known; and in that 
of the county of Denbigh, in the vear 
1741-2 93,], the Hegal practices 
ot the high fhent¥ of that county were 
likewite notoroutly known. Eut as to 
all the three cafes mutt obierve, that 
they happened at a time of great heat 
and violence, and when party-ipirit had 
perhaps too great an indiuence even upon 
the reiolutions of this houle: for from 
hitiory we may learn, that by that fel- 
fion of parament which ordered the 
high then of Northamptonihire into 
cuilody, the then Lord High 1 
was impcachca, 
change produced in the adminitration ; 
and mott of us, I believe, remember, 
that by that fefii arliament which 
feni the high thenft ot Denbighthire to 
New pate, a tecret con niittee was ape 
pouted to maguire santo the

lor this reaicn, Sir, Our 
wili always be in more danger fiom tute 
and illegal returns made by our ticity 
than from double returns; becavic i 
the firft cafe the members returned, how- 
ever ‘llegally cholen or returnec, have 
aright to fit, fpeak, and vote in tis 
al lembly, until removed upon hearing 
the merits; whereas, in the latter ca, 
none of the members returned have aby 
right: confequently in the tormer 
cale a great number of members to Ie- 
turned may jupport the eleciions, or pre- 
tended elections of one another, wiicd 
in the latter cafe it is ampoilible for thea 
to do. 

Thus, Sir, in whatever light we cae 
view the affair now before us, the mio- 
tion that has been made will appear ‘0 
be the only proper motion; and there 
tore I hope the queftion wall notany > 
pat upon it, but unanimoufly agreed (0. 
When it is agreed to, the next queition 
will of courfe be, I fuppofe, for bearing 
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July1755- 
the matters of the faid petitions, and of 
the faid double return, at the bar of 
his houfe; which I fhall molt readily 
agreeco. and the next after that, will of 
courfe be, for appointing a day for 
hearing this affair; which I hope will 
be as thort a day as can be propoted : 
and when you have entered into the me- 
nts, if a proof fhould be made by any 
credible witnefs, that the fheriff has 
been guilty of any mifbehaviour, | fhall 
be for ordering him to attend ; but until 
an accufation be laid againit him upon 
oath, [think it would be injuitice in us 
to put him to the trouble and expence of 
(uch a long journey at fuch a feafon of 
the year. 


The /peech of Agrippa Menenius, who 
Spoke next, 


Mr Prefident, 

Am (urpriied that no gentleman has 

before now taken notice of the irre- 
gularity of this debate; for you have hi- 
therto been debating, and founding all 
your arguments, upon fa¢ts, of which 
you neither have, nor can at prefent 
have any parliamentary knowledge. 
Who has told us, Sir, that two of the 
candidates for Oxfordfhire had a majo- 
rity upoithe poll, that the other two 
demanded a ferutiny, that the fheriff be- 
gan this {crutiny bat had not time to fi- 
niih it, and that this was his reafon for 
returning four knights of that fhire when 
he hould have returned but two? Sure- 
ly, We are not in a parliamentary way 
to take our information as to thefe mate- 
nal facts from the petitions, or from a- 
ty gentleman's ftanding up in his place 
and telling us fo. We can have no par- 
‘‘amentary information as to thefe facts, 
but from the high fheriff himfelf: and 
it he had made a proper double return, 
ail theie faéts fhould have been therein 
fet forth ; in which cafe we fhould have 
had no occafion for his attendance. But 
the return he has made is not a double 
‘cum: it is, upon the face of it, not 
only a falfe retarn, but contrary to the 
“xprels Words of an aét of parliament * ; 
@ ne thereby returns more members than 


"Stat. 7. 8. 
William Jil. cap. 7. fiance 
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were required to be chofen by the writ: 
and if he cannot give a good rea{fon for 
fo doing, it is to be pretumed, that he 
did it wilfully, falfely, and malicioufly ; 
which reaton is not furely to be given 
for him by any gentleman in this houfe, 
but mutt be given for himielf in perfon ; 
becaute by crofs queitioning a diicovery 
may be made, that the pretended reaion 
was not the true reafon for his making 
{uch a return, but that he made it wil- 
fully, falfely, and malicioully, on pur- 
pote to injure fome of the candidates. 
Itis not therefore, Sir, the behaviour 
of the theriff at the time of the eleCtion 
or return, but it is the return itfelf that 
makes his attendance neceflary : for the 
return is of fo new and fo extraordi- 
nary a nature, that we cannot regularly 
proceed to examine the merits either of 
the return or of the election, until we 
have the return explained to us; and we 
cannot in a parliamentary way receive 
that explanation from any one but from 
the theriff himfelf. Whatever trouble 
and expence he may be put to upon that 
account, he is to impute to his own con- 
duét alone; becaufe if he had made a 
proper return either fingle or double, he 
would have prevented his being put toa- 
ny trouble or expence upon that account. 
Suppote he had returned a dozen or a 
fcore of knights for that hire, inftead of 
two, without giving us any reafon for his 
fo doing ; would you have proceeded to 
hear the merits of fuch a return, or fuch 
an election, without firit examining the 
fheriff how he came to make fuch an il- 
legal return? Sir, the neceflity for our 
having this return explained to us, to- 
gether with the fheriff’s reafons tor ma- 
king it, is fo evident, that I am furpri- 
fed to hear {uch a motion made as we 
have now before us. Gentlemen fay, 
that the merits of the return depend upon 
the merits of the election. They can 
have no foundation for faying fo, with- 
out taking thefe facts for granted: 1. 
That there was fuch a {mall majority 
upon the poll, that by a fcrutiny it might 
probably have been thrown upon the o- 
ther fide. 2. That a fcrutiny was pro- 
perly demanded. 3. Phat a {crutiny 
was granted. And, 4, That the “ 
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had not time to finifh it. Is there any 
one of thefe facts fet forth in the return ? 
how then can we have a parliamentary 
knowledge of any of thefe facts, but 
from the theriff himfelf > Yer, without 
a parliamentary knowledge of every one 
of thefe facts, no gentleman, as a mem- 
ber of this houfe, can fay, that the me- 
rits of the return depend upon the merits 
of election; and without faying this, no 
reafon can be afligned, why we may not 
proceed direttly to the hearing and de- 
termining the merits of the return. 

Thus I think, Sir, it is evident toa 
demonttration, that we can regularly do 
nothing in the affair now under confi- 
deration, until we have had this extra- 
ordinary return explained to us, and 
have heard from the fheriff’s own mouth 
his reafons for making fuch an extraor- 
dinary return. By this means we fhall 
have a proper parliamentary knowledge 
of all the faéts | have mentioned; and 
then, and not till then, we may be able 
to determine whether the merits of the 
return depend fo abfolutely upon the 
merits of the election, that the one can- 
not be determined before the other. 

But now, Sir, give me leave to anti- 
Cipate this quettion a little; for which 
purpofe I fhall join with the gentlemen 
of the other fide, in taking all the facts 
T have ttated for granted: for, even up- 
on this fuppofition, it will, in my opi- 
nion, appear, that the merits of the re- 
turn, notonly may, but ought to be de- 
termined before the merits of the elec- 
tion. Let me then fuppofe, that of two 
contending candidates one has upon the 
poll a fimall majority above the other ; 
that no ferutiny is demanded , and yet 
neverthelefs the returning officer returns 
them both by way of a double return : 
will any one fay, that in fuch a cafe the 
return ought not to be firit determined in 
favour of the candidate who had the ma- 
jority upon the poll, and the returning 
officer punifhed for a mifbehaviour in his 
office? Let me next fuppofe, Sir, that 
a poll was demanded, but refufed to be 
granted by this returning officer, on ac- 
count of its not being properly and legal- 
ly demanded ; and that neverthelefs he 
returns both the candidates by way of a 
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double return: can it be faid, that jn 
fuch a cafe the return Ought not to be 
firft determined in favour of the candi. 
date who had the majority upon the 
poll, and the officer punithed for 
breach of his duty? In both cafes the 
reafon is the fame ; becaufe when a {ery. 
tiny is not granted, as well as demand. 
ed, the return ought to be made upon 
the poll. And if the return ought to be 
made upon the poll, furely the merits of 
the return can have nothing to do with 
the merits of the election, either in thi: 
houfe or any where elfe; becaule if the 
officer had done his duty, the candidate 
who had the majority upon the pol! 
would have been the fitting member, 
and it would be injuitice in us to kee 
him from that feat which he had a night 
to by the laws of his country, on pre. 
tence of firit hearing the merits of the e- 
lection. Now, J mutt infift upon it, 
that a fcrutiny not finifhed, is a ferutiny 
not granted ; confequently, in every fuch 
cafe the candidate who had the majority 
upon the poll ought to be returned: and 
if he ought to have been returned, can 
the merits of the return have any thing 
to do with the merits of the election? 

A ferutiny, Sir, like a poll, 1s one 
entire thing: both may be continued, 
but neither can be divided; and both 
are of fuch a nature, that if not comple- 
ted, they can fignify nothing ; that is to 
fay, they become nothing. If the ihe- 
riff fhould at the end of the firft day thu: 
up the books, declare the majority, and 
make his return accordingly, when a 
tenth part of the freeholders had not po!’ 
ed; would any one fay he had grantec 
a poll? As little can it be faid that he 
had granted a ferutiny, when he put 45 
end to it before completing it; and in 
all cafes when he refutes to grant a feru- 
tiny, he is bound by the nature of hi 
ofice to make his return upon the po!:. 
In reality, a ferutiny by the fheriti can, 
as the laws now ftand, be of very litt 
fignification ; for I do not fee how he 
can reject any one that has been admit- 
ted to poll, In taking the poll, each o! 
the candidates may have his in{pecto® 
to attend the poll; and ae “ 
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fhall be admitted to poll : that is, every 
one that Offers, and will take the oaths 
or affirmations preicribed by law, if 
required by either of the candidates. If 
y man be admitted to poll without requi- 
ring him to take the oaths, his vote Can- 
not upon the fcrutiny be rejected on ac- 
count of his not taking the oaths: and 
lefs, think, on account of his 
not having aright toa vote; for he nel- 
ther is, nor can be obliged by the theriff 
to attend the ferutiny; and no man’s 
night ought to be inquired into, much 
jeis taken away trom him in his abfence, 
uniels his ablence be owing to his con- 
tunacy Andif betore polling he has 
taxen the oaths, furely his vote cannot 
be rejected by the fheriff upon the fcru- 
tiny. Nay, I doubt if it could then be 
rejected by this houfe; for we have up- 
on our journals two refolations, that e- 
vidence ought not to be admitted to dit- 
quality an elector as no freeholder, who 
at the election {wore himfelf to be a free- 
holder: both of which were in the feflion 
1095 0; One upon a contefted election 
for Hertfordihire, and the other upon a 
conteited election for the county of Sur- 
ty. hefe refolutions, Sir, ought to 
have the more weight with us now, as 
they were agreed to by a houfe of Com- 
mons contiiting chiefly of thofe that call- 
ed themfelves Whigs ; and by that very 
fetlion Wherein the aét was pafled which 
prelcribed anew form of an oath to be 
taken by the treeholders at an election, 
and put it in the power of any of the 
Candidates to require their taking it; and 
Waich preicribed a proper punifliment to 
be inflicted upon any perfon taking this 
oath fallely, and upon the perfon who 
Hall {uborn him {o to do; for it is there- 
by declared, that both fhall incur the 
pains and penalties of the act of the sth 
ot Elifabeth againft perjury: which 
claule is repeated and inforced in the act 
of the toth of Q. Anne; and I with I 
— fay, that it has been further infor- 
feveral profecutions and convic- 
i$ ince that time ; for the old obfer- 
Yation holds true in this cafe, as well a; 
— others, that we have very good 
"Ws, but no care taken to fee them exe- 
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Thus, Sir, it is evident, that a {cru- 
tiny by the theriff, even when granted 
and completed, can now be of very lit- 
tle fignification; but when not granted, 
or not completed, which is the — it 
is Certain, that it can have no fignifica- 
tion; and confequently the fheriff, by 
the duty of his office, is obliged to make 
his return in favour of that candidate, 
or thofe candidates, who had the majo- 
rity upon the poll: in the taking of 
which the law has now left very little, 
if any thing, to his judgment; for he is 
now obliged to admit every one who de- 
mands it, and who, if required, fub- 
mits purely and fimply to take the oath 
preicnbed by law: and if any one, 
when required, refufesto take that oath, 
or pretends to add any explanations, the 
fherift is not to admit him upon the pel! ; 
for the theriff has not furely a power to 
add to, or to alter the form of an oath 
preicribed by actof parliament. There- 
fore if he does admit any one upon 
the poll, who refufes to take that oath 
purely and fimply, or who openly de- 
clares that he takes it with explanations 
or mental refervations, the theriff is 
thereby guilty of a breach of his duty ; 
and if upon that account, or on pretence 
of his having admitted upon the poll 
fuch as had no right to a vote, he fhould 
make a double return, it would be a {e- 
cond breach of his duty, for which he 
ought to be punifhed by this houfe: for 
to pretend that the fherift is not obliged 
to form or pafs any judgment, but may 
make a double return whenever he plea- 
fes, is abfolutely inconfiftent with our 
conititution ; on the contrary, if he 
makes a double return without any plau- 
fible pretence for {o doing, he may, and 
ought to be punifled by this houfe; and, 
in my opinion, it would, as being a 
falfe return, fall within the meaning of 
the act before mentioned of the 7th and 
8th of K. William, fo that he might be 
profecuted, or would be liable to an ac- 
tion upon that flatute. But I do not 
wonder to hear fuch a doctrine advanced 
by thofe who tell us, that the proceed- 
ings of this houte in the years 1678 and 
1679, and in the feflion 1741-2, are 
precedents of a dangerous nature, and 
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foch as ought not to be followed but 
with great caution. At all thofe times, 
Sir, the true (pint of onr conftitution ex- 
erted itielf with its proper vigour; and 
whenever it does, this houfe wil! nar- 
rowly watch the conduct of our theriffs, 
and exert every inch of its power in pu- 
nifhing duch of them as fhall makethem- 
felves tools for ferving the wicked pur- 

Oies of minifters; for our fheriffs, we 
savy are all appointed annually by our 
minifters, who too often pick out and 
appoint {uch men to be fheriffs, as they 
think wil! follow their moft arbitrary di- 
rections. ‘Therefore the proceedings of 
this houfe in thoie years, wall always be 
precedents fit to be followed; and will 
be followed as often as we have a due 
regard to our conftitution, or to our 
own dignity and independency. And I 
muft obferve, that according to one of 
thefe precedents, to wit, that of Nor- 
folk, the high theriff was ordered to at- 
tend at the very time the petition was 
prefented, and though there was no 
complaint in the petition againi{t his con- 
duct; yet now, it feems, we muft not 
put a high theritf to the trouble and ex- 
attending, though his conduct 

e complained of, and though upon the 
very face of the return his conduct ap- 
pears to be a hittle fufpicious. 

This extraordinary tendernefs, Sir, 
which is fhewn by fome gentlemen upon 
the prefent occation for the high fheriff 
of Oxfordihire, will certainly be inter- 
preted without doors in a fenfe which, I 
hope, is not the true one. Without 
doors it will certainly be from thence 
fuppofed, that the pretent high theriff of 
Oxtordthire made himtelf the too! of our 
minitters, for procuring, mghtor wrong, 
the election of fome tavourite of theirs 
tor that county, or for preventing the 
clection of fome one they did not like: 
which was the cafe of the high theritf of 
Northamptonthire in 1678; for he had 
made himielf the tool of our then mini- 
fiers, for preventing, right or wrong, 
the election of Mr Montague ; who, 
they knew, was to become the informer 
againft the then Lord High Treafurer, 
or rather againit the King himtelf, as 


being the peniioncr of the court of 
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France ; for though it was well enough 
known, that his becoming informer yd 
not proceed from a love of juftice, ora 
regard for his country, (which are {el. 
dom, if ever, the true motives of any 
man’s becoming an informer), but from 
refentment, becaule he had been. very 
unwitely, after being trufted with fuch 
fecret, refufed the pott of fecretary of 
fate; I fay, though this was well e. 
nough known, yet the houfe did right 
in {upporting him, and in punithing the 
high theriff who had entered into fuch 
an illegal and dangerous combination 
with our then minilters. 

| hope, Sir, there is no fuch combi. 
nation now on foot; but this will with- 
out doors be the fenfe put upon the ten- 
dernefs now contended for, with refpeci 
to the pretent high theriff of Oxfordshire 
and this, if we have a due regard to the 
character of this auguft aflembly, wil, 
In my opinion, bea prevailing argument 
for our ordering him to attend, in order 
to explain to us this unintelligible retarn , 
for unintelligible it certainly 1s, as he 
has not thought ht to give us any one 
reaion for his returning four initead of 
two members for that county. 
his reafon was what his friends here pre- 
tend, that isto fay, if it was becaute he 
had not time to finith the {crutiny, which 
is the very fame as if no fcrutiny hac been 
demanded or granted, I mutt infiit upon 
it, that in duty he ought to have return- 
ed the two candidates who had the ma- 
jority upon the poll.  ifthis was his ca- 
ty, then furely, Sir, it 1s our duty to 
hear and determine the merits of the re- 
turn before entering into the merits ©! 
the election: and we ought at Jeait to re- 
primand him for a breach of duty, 1 
order to eftablifh it as a maxim, | hatin 
all cafes where a ferutiny has not been 
compleatly gone through, the returning 
oficer ought to return the candidate or 
candidates who had the majority upon 
the poll; becaufe it is evident, that to 
leave it in the power of returning 0%- 
cers, in fuch cafes, to make fuch a re- 
turn as we have now before us, may d¢ 
attended with the moft dangerous conte- 
quences to our conftitution: and this dan- 
ger will be very much increafed, if the 
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July 1755: 
ther maxim now contended for fhould 
be eftablithed, That in fuch cafes this 
houle may put off hearing the merits of 
he return, until after hearing the merits 
ot the election; for, as has been already 
fuggetted, we may by fuch maxims have 
ajeven years parliament without fo much 
4s one member in this houfe, from any 
county or populous city in the kingdom, 
except from {uch as flavifhly fubmitted to 
chule candidates recommended by an 
ambitious prime minifter of ftate. 

fides, Sir, | have fhewn, that a 
feruuny by the fheriff can fignify very 
ttle; and in truth it can fignity no- 
thing, untefs it be to fhew the candidate 
who had the minority upon the poll, 
whether he has any good ground to peti 
ton upon the merits of the election: for 
the theriff has really no power to reject 
the vote of anv one man he has adiuit- 
ted upon the poll; therefore the poll is 
the only time when the fheriff 15 to in- 
quire into any man’s right of voting: 
and the law has provided the method by 
which alone he is to inquire, that is, 
by examining the perfon upon oath as to 
the freehold for which he claims a right 
tovote at thatelection. ‘This, Sir, 1s 
the utmoit the theriff's power extends 
to. He can neither then refuie, nor 
aerwards upon a ferutiny reject the 
vote of any man who takes the oath pre- 
icnbed by law; and if there be juft 
ground to fufpeét, that any fuch voter 
has {worn falfely, he may upon the {pot 
be bound over to the quarter-feflions by 
any juitice of the peace then prefent, to 
antwer for the perjury he is accufed or 
juitly fufpected of: or, I believe, he may 
be bound over to the fheriff himfelf, to 
aniwer in his court for perjury; for 1 
mutt obferve, that the aét of the sth of 
Elvabeth againtt perjury makes the 
crime cognitable by the judges of the 
Court where it iscommitted, and by the 
Juitices of ailize, gaol-delivery, and of 
the peace, 

Thope, Sir, I have now made it e- 
Nicent, that we cannot proceed recular- 
ly to the hearing the merits, eithe of 
‘ae return or of the election for Oxfoal- 

without firft examining the fheriif 
#10 his reafons for making fuch asi ¢x- 
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traordinary return; and that if his rea- 
fons be fuch as are pretended even by 
the gentlemen who are advocates for the 
motion now before us, we ought to pro- 
ceed firft to the hearing the merits of the 
return, in order to do that juftice to the 
two candidates who had the majority 
upon the poll at that election, which 
they are intded to by the laws of their 
country, and which has been, I will 
not as yet fay maliciouily, but 1 will 
now fay, wilfully and injurioufly denied 
them by the high fheriff of that coun- 
ty. ‘Therefore, from the Hon. Gentle- 
mens own thewing, their motion mutt 
appear to be improper ; and coniequent- 
ly, Lhope, they will join with me in 
giving their negative upon the previous 
queltion.

A fummary of the mofi important aguirs im 
the laft jejjion of parliament. 

HE latt parliament being by law 

to expire on the 13th of Auguft 

1754 [ix. 292.], the King was pleated 
to difiolve it by proclamation on the 
8th of April preceding, and to order 
writs to be iflued for a new one to meet 
on the 31ft of May [xvi. 198.]. As by 
the regency-act [xi. 26g.] it 1s provi- 
ded, that upon the deicent of the crown 
to a minor, in cafe there be no parlia- 
ment then in being which fas met and 
fat, the lait preceding parliament fhall 
immediately convene, and fit at Welt- 
miniter, and continue to be a parlia- 
ment for three years, unlefs, Ge. ; theree 
fore it became neceflary for this new 
parliament fo mect and fit as as pot- 
fible; becaufe it would be no parhia- 
ment if the King had died before it met. 
Accordingly he new parliament met on 
the 31it of May 1754, was formally 
confituted, paiied one act, fat three days, 
and was then prorogued [xvi. 254.]5 
{fo that the {eflion we are now to give an 
account of, is the fecond of this parlia- 


ment. It met on the rath of Novem- 
ber. Our readers have teen the King’s 


{peech on that occafion [xvi. 512.], and 
theaddrefies. The Lords addrefs was 
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ved for by the Earl of Waldegrave, and 
feconded by the Earl of Breadalbane ; 
and that of the Commons was moved 
for by Sir George Lee, and feconded 
by Col. Conway. Both were agreed to 
without any oppofition, though the lat- 
ter occafioned iome debate. 

A table of the fupplies granted, and 
provided for, is inferted p.245. The 
fupply committee fat firlt Nov. 19. and 
was continued by feveral adjournments 
till Apriliz.; and the committee of 
ways and means fat firlt Nov. 29. and 
was continued by feveral adjournments 
till April 16 

As there appeared, foon after the be- 
ginning of the fefhon, a great probabi- 
lity of our being obliged to break with 
France, in order to prevent their fend- 
ing reinforcements or fupplies to Ame- 
rica, Where they had made an open and 
violent attack upon us, befides having 
before erected feveral forts within the 
territorics properly belonging to the 
crown of G, Britain, and befides having 
made feveral incroachments upon our 
trade in that and other parts of the 
world, all the refolutions of both the a- 
forementioned committees were agreed 
to without any great oppofition, and all 


the bills brought in purfuant to thofe of 


the latter, were paiied into laws with 
the fame unanimity: fo that, with re- 
gard to public affairs, no fellion ever 
pafled over more quictly, But fome 
of the contefted elections gave them a 
good deal of diiturbance; particularly 
that for the county of Oxford; where 
the fheriff had returned four inftead of 
two knights of the fhire, confequently 
no one of them could take his place in 
the houle; and that county of courte 
Was to remain without a reprefentative 
in parliament until this affair was de- 
cided. 

In conformity with feveral old prece- 
dents, this affair might have been intro- 
duced the very firft day of the ieflion ; 
becaule any member might have ftood 
up, and complained, that there appear-

being admitted by the counfel on the 
other fide, they then proved by feveral 
witnefles, that after clofing the poll, 
the fheriff did declare the majority of 
votes to be in favour of thefe two gen- 
tlemen, and that he then adjourned the 
court from April 23. to May 8.; fo 
that the ferutiny, demanded and grant- 
ed on the behalf of the Lord Parker 
and Sir Edward Turner, cid not begin 
till May g.; when a difpute arofe about 
the method of carrying iton. For it 
was propofed by Lord Wenman and 
Sir James Dafhwood, that the fheriff 
fhould carry it on, by allowing each re- 
fpeétive fide to object to one vote alter- 
nately, and to examine and determine 
every vote thus objected to, before pro- 
ceeding to another; or otherwife, that 
he fhould carry it on either by hundreds 
or by parithes, and that one hundred or 
one parifh should 
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both Gdes before proceeding to another. 
On the other hand, the theriff propoied 
to allow Lord Parker and Sir Edward 
Turner to make all their objections 
through the whole poll againft the voters 
for their antagonilts who fhould then 
be allowed to aniwer theie ovjections, 
and then to make their objections

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Extraéis of fome trials made by Stephen 
Hales, D. D. RLS. to keep water 
and feet with hime-water, 


Prilg. 1754, he put into a feven- 
gallon catk of water, in rego 
portion of a pound to a hogthead, fome 
white marble lime. 
April 26. it tafted a little of the wood, 
and fmelt fomewhat ili; and more fi, 
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July 27.; when it was poured away. 

June 15. he put into an 
Jon cafk ounces of unilaked 
lime-ftone from Shropthire. 

June 25. the water was fwect, but 
tafted difagreeably of the cafk , and was 
the fame Auguft 24.: but October 17. 
the talte was tomewhat worie ; and No- 
vember 12. feemed to fmell and tafte pu- 
trid; but the prevailing talte was from 
the cafk. 

He put alfo into a nine-gallon cafk 
two ounces of the fame unilaked lime- 
flone to a gallon, and found it much the 
fame all along as the former. 

With chalx-lime at two pounds toa 
hogfhead, it ftunk much, and continu- 
ed to do fo for four months; fo that 
chalk-lime, fo much in ufe, will not pre- 
terve water from putrefaction; though 
None-lime does in a great meafure, and 
therefore may be very ferviceable at fea. 

Apnil 2. he put into a kilderkin, or 
cightcen gallons of pure pond-water, a 
pone of native mineral fulphur in feven 

umps. 

April 26. fweet; May 3. began ma- 
nifeftly to fink; May 7. ftunk much, 
and was poured away. 

May 8. the kilderkin being fealded, 
is Was filled again with the fame pond- 
water, and fix pounds of native mineral 
fulphur put into it. 

July 27. it was fweet; O@ober 17. it 
was ditcoloured, and in a very {mall de- 
gree feud; November 12. the fame. 

Hence Detive mineral {ulphur may be 
cf fervice to preierve water from great 
cegrees of putrefaction at fea. 

Dr Alton having wrote him word, 
that he found fith would continue {weet 
on lime-water feven weeks and more: 

April 1g. he put four gudgeons into 
White marble lime water; May 10. 
they were fweet, but the fieth pappy 
when boiled ; May 22. they {melt (weet, 
and felt firm; bur, on boiling, diflolved 
like an anchovy: June s2. one of the 
uvdgeons, though tweet and firm to the 
touch, dujolved in new-made flone-lime 
water, Ouly milk-warm. 

June 18. two {mall cels finned, were 
put into itone-lime water; June 22. one 
@f them, which was frm to handle, 
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when boiled was foft and Pappy; june 
25. the other cel was the fame wher 
boiled. 

In order to try whether the lime 
which adhered to, and had foaked pv, 
the ficth of the tith which had lain 
lime-water, had the quality of thus ¢). 
folving the texture ot the flefh in boi 
ing; he boiled a {mall eel and a mori! 
of mutton for ten minutes, in fone. 
lime water; when they were boiled e. 
nough, and were of a due degree of 
firmnefs, and not pappy. A like ee! 
boiled in well-water, was boiled cnovgd 
in five minutes. 

Hence it appears, that the lime doe: 
not, in boiling fo thort a ume, diilolve 
the texture of the fleth into a pap; waich 
mutt therefore be the effect of unfaud 
putrefaction. 

But lime-water made of chalk-)ime 
has very little of an antileptic qualuy , 
for the year before, in the month o! 
May, he put fome gudgeons and an ee. 
into common lime-water, and in 
days boiled one of the gudgeous, bu! 
found ittoo putrid tocat. After twents- 
eight days he boiled another, anc it was 
boiled almoft into indiicernible parts, 
which fhews that it was much puticics 
Dr Alfton likewife informed him, toa 
he puta piece of veal in poundca OF 1.a- 
ked ftone-lime, which in a week Le- 
came tough and dry. He theretore put 
a piece of veal from half to three quar 
ters of an inch thick, into chalk Lins 
May 10. and onthe 311t of the iane 
month it had a putrid {mell, and was 
the middle red and raw, with a thin bate 
outfide. 

Having communicated thefe trials to 
Dr Pringle, (whote tials having bets 
nade with chalk-lime water, 
is incommon ufe in England, agrete 
with the lait of Dr Hales’s), he obierved, 
that the difference between ftone-lime 
water and chalk-lime water might plo 
bably confift inthis: ‘The chalk, vetore 

calcination, being a highly septic 
ftance, if fome of its partucles were BO 
fully calcined, thefe, by muaing with 
the water, would impart to it some oe 
gree of a putrefying quality, contrary © 
that virtue which the water receives 
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fom fuch parts as are fafficiently burnt: 
That the fame would be the cafe of 
s.'!s. whieh are alfo feptics ; and there- 
fore that the lime-water made either of 
chal or hells, would prove more or 
lef, antifeptic, or even continue feptic, 
secording to the degree of calcination. 
He added, that as all his experiments 
relating to the antifeptic quality of lime- 
water were made ina furnace, heated 
ty the degree of human blood, wiz. to 
rear too on Fahrenheit’s thermometer, 
‘he oncalcined parts of the lime would, 
‘n that tate, become more active in pro- 
moting putrefaCtion, than when the tri- 
as were made in cold water. 

And indeed it muft be owned, that 
when any experiments are made on me- 
dicinal dubjeéts, out of the body, the 
nearer they can be made to the heat of 
the blood, and to other circumitances 
thofe fubttances mult undergo in the firft 
paliges, the more juft the inferences 

that are drawn from thofe ex- 
periments. 

In regard to that quality of lime wa- 
ter, in preferving fith longer fweet than 
feh, Dr Pringle took notice, that he 
coubted it was a common miftake, to 
account fifh a more corruptible fubftance 
tran the flefh of land-animals: for al- 
though fifh might become fooncr too ftale 
foreating, than moft flefh meats; yet that 
fh did not fo foon rife to a rank degree 
of putrefa¢tion, as flefh; and therefore 
tat the former would be kept longer 
tolerably fweet than the latter, by any 
kind of antifeptic.

[D* Rofen, the King’s firft phyfician, 

and Prof. Stromer, having made 
“stain tals, from whence it was jud- 
e“< expedient to examine further into this 
new method of cure, Dr Zetzell was 
‘ppointed to purfue it every day at cer- 
‘in hours in the public hofpital of Upfal, 
various fubjeéts under different difor- 
“4 which he continued to do for the 
Psce of two years. The refult of his 


periments is contained in the following 
Cxtract, 


Medical experiments of eleEfricity. 
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In the amaurofis, or gutta ferena. In 
two patients the elettrical {parks were 
drawn from the parts near the eycs with. 
out the lealt benefit, nor was the eleétri- 
cal thock from the phial found to fucceed 
better; fo that electricity promifes little 
in this diforder. 

In the gout. Pains of the joints were 
frequently obferved to ceafe by exciting 
the eleétrical fparks ; but then the gou- 
ty matter feemed to be repelled inward, 
and produced fymptoms of more grie- 
vous confequence: fo that it was often 
found, that if this application was con- 
tinued, pains of the head, vertizo’s, 
ficknefs at ftomach, and violent gripings, 
would take place; which again difap- 
peared as foon as nature was able to re- 
pel the morbid matter back to the joints. 
Some under this treatment urined very 
plentifully, and fell into copious fweats 
in the night, which gave hopes that in 
time the obitinacy of the difeafe might 
be thus fubdued ; but experience proved 
the contrary, the before-mentioned il} 
fymptoms all returning in a teverer de- 
gree. Sothatall hopes of bencfhit to gou- 
ty patients from eledricity are at an end. 

In an inveterate head-ach. \nthis chro- 
nical cafe drawing out the cle¢trical 
{parks produced a mitigation, and often 
a cefiation of the pain; but when it was 
thought that an abfolute cure had been 
effected, the diforder returned with great 
aggravation. It is however worthy 
note, that where proper internal reme- 
dies were given at the fame time, the 
defired effect was {peedily produced. 

In contrafions. Eleétricity has certain- 
ly removed {o many complaints of this 
kind, as to deferve being tried where- 
ever the like occur. One who had lott 
the ufe of his limbs from cold for feveral 
years, was at length quite reftored by 
the ufe of electricity; and another, 
whofe knce-joint had been above five 
years contracted from a rheumati{m, was 
able to ftraizhten it after twice electrify- 
ing. Butin attempting the cure of fuch 
diforders by this method, it is of great 

importance to diftinguith carefully which 
are the mufcles that are affected: for it 
is thofe alone from which fparks are to 
be drawo; and by no means from their 
30 2 antagonitts ; 
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antagonilts; which, on the other hand, 
Should be relaxed by warm fomentations 
applied for fome hours together, and 
afterwards anointed with tome emol- 
lient unguents. At the beginning of 
this courte the ftomach ought to be tor- 
tified with fome generous liquor, leit the 
matter removed from the joint fhould be 
depofited upon the nobler parts. The 
electrical fhock is not near fo efhicacious, 
as fimply drawing out the fparks. 

In deafnejs and finging of the cars. When 
deafnefs ariles trom indurated wax, the 
drawing of {parks by an iron ftyle will 
help to diffolve it; or if the deafnefs has 
followed a fever, it will promote the di- 
geftion of the metaftafis: but in a ca- 
tarrhal deafnefs, arifing originally from 
a humid air, and in finging of the ears, 
all that could be done by ele¢tricity turn- 
ed to very little account. 

In the epileply. In fome epileptics it has 
certainly been ferviceable; but if the 
complaint was hereditary, or owing to 
atright, it did no fenfible good or harm. 

In felons. The ele&rical fparks bring 
them to a {peedy digeition. 

In ganglions. In the only three cafes 
of a ganglion on which eleétricity was 
tried, it difperfed them perfedly. 

In byferic diforders. In thefe it was ne- 
ver found to be attended with the leait 
beneht. 

In the fe:atica. In fome the pains has 
been greatly appealed by electrifation, 
Sut returned again afterwards; in fome 
ut Was not at all abated; in others the 
fucceis appeared extraordinary at firft, 
but after a few days the force of the dif- 
order was turned upon the inteftines, 
with excruciating torments. 

In the tooth-ach. Where the anguith 
was owing to hollow teeth, or from a 
catarrhal or fcorbutic habit, it feldom 
failed of producing a perfeét cure ; though 
at frit the pain ieemed to be increafed, 
and raged for twenty-four hours, after 
which it went off entirely. The {parks 
fhould be drawn fiom the affe&ted tooth 
by means of an iron ftvle, for a good 
while together. 

dn The experiments boaf- 
ed of to much in Italy, of incloding ca- 
thartics within the electrifying glafs,

were very frequently tried, but coula 
never be made in the leat to fucceed jn 
Sweden. 

Tz palfes. The commotion with the Ley. 
den phial has been made on paralyne, 
here without any benefit; nor were the 
mufcles irritated by drawing {parks trom 
them with any better conieguence. Ye: 
fometimes by chance the pain has been 
fo fevere on an otherwife infenfidle parr, 
as to be hardly tolerable ; and when fuck 
parts were once difcovered, the {parks 
were continually drawn from them a- 
lone. This was repeated fo often ona 
citizen of Upfal, who was a true paraly- 
tic, that he was perfectly cured thereby, 

In guartans. From the few trials that 
have been made in this difeafe, nothing 
can be concluded for certain. In two 
cafes the fits were lefiened to a kind of 
periodical tenfions only, and ina third 
they totally ceafed. 

In quotidian agues. Electricity has been 
applied to two patients only in this cil- 
order, in whom the {parks were excited 
all over their bodies. One lott the ague 
for fome time, after which it returned; 
in the other it was not at all put of, but 
changed into a tertian. 

In rbeumatijns. What has been 
before about the fciatica, may be afirm- 
ed of this diforder. ' 

Conclvfion. 1. In intermittent fevers ¢- 
leétrification is infignificant. 2. Is 
rheumatic, arthritic, and fciatic com- 
plaints, it is very feldom that any a- 
vantage is gained without a traniatica 
of the morbific matter inwards. 3. 
There is a great agreement between pé- 
ralytic and rheumatic diforders. 
rheumatifm, with deafnefs, tremor, 
and a difficulty of motion in one entire 
fide, wherein the electrical {parks occ2- 
fioned a moft painful fenfation, w2s °° 
far conquered, that the patient had the 
ufe of his arm reftored, and then was 
feized with an ophthalmia, which being 
repelled by cooling collyriums, the arm 
became motionlefs again. 4. Ina pal- 
fy of two of the fingers of one hand 0n- 
ly, eleétricity was made ufe of to no pet 
pote. 5. In all cafes a long ule of c.cc- 
tricity brings on a coftivenc{s, and an 
creaie of appetite, moit probably trom 
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
